Immediately after being seated in 
the council the first act of Councilman 
Taylor was to ask that the soliciting or­ 
dinance be amended by striking out the 
words: “Restaurant and garage.”

The present ordinance, while afford­ 
ing some measure of protection to legi­ 
timate business and to visitors to this 
historic shrine, is still inadequate as 
compared with similar ordinances in 
other resorts such as Atlantic City, the 
Poconos and N iagara Falls.
